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Harmony Duty In Albany.

Tho executive and legislative
branches of our State Government
cannot always be In harmony. Fre-
quently they are not, even when each
Is of the same political party. At tho
present time there N a Democratic
Governor with a Republican legisla-
ture. There Is, moreover, n control
of the majority of the executive de-

partments by elected Republican off-
icials oxpected, In our theory of gov-

ernment, to net In cooperation with
the Chief Executive.

For the better part of n month and
a half, Indeed for approximately the
better part of the usual legislative
session, the State of New York has
had a government tug of war at Al-

bany. The Governor has been pull
log at one end of the rope, the Legis-

lature has been pulling nt the other
end, and nothing much has resulted
either to the good or to the Interest
of tho 10,000,000 people of the Em-

pire State.
To ndmlt that this Is not merely a

negatively fruitless, but n positively
evil situation, nobody need take sides
with the Governor and nobody need
take sides with the Legislature. Suff-
icient will It be to consider the public
service. It raiist be perfectly clear to
the general public and It ought to bo
to tho Governor and to the Leglsln-tur- o

that neither side was sent to
Albany merely to conduct a political
war on the other. Neither sldo was
sent there merely to balk the plans
of the other. Roth were sent there
to do tho work of the public They
cannot do It by playing tug of war
all the time.

Vol as Republicans or Democrats,
not ns friend or enemy, but as repre-
sentatives of the people of the State
of New York, let the opposing ele-

ments, whatever they feci entitled to
do In respect of other things, get to-

gether when It Is a case of the busi-

ness of the public pure and slmpfo.
This Is wbtit they were elected to do.
To do It Is tbelr duty.

The First President of the New
German State.

The German National Assembly at
Weimar has chosen ritiKDiucit Eiiebt,
who succeeded I'rlnce Max as Chan-

cellor after tho change from the Ho
henzollern rule, as the first President
of tho new German state. Ho re-

ceived a majority of 102 votes In the
Assembly, representing practically the
entire support of the Majority

and a mixed bupport of the
stronger "bourgeois" parties. He was
opposed by the Conservatives and tho
National Liberals, and the Indepen-
dent, or radical, Socialists refused to
vote. EntBT'a elation has, thus, the
npprovnl of most of the new and
constructive political elements repre-
sented by the Assembly.

Before Ent:iiT became n Socialist
politician he was a saddler, and he
has frequently been referred to as a
"man who rose from the pavement."
Ills appearance In the Reichstag In
1010 was not propitious; lie took n
middle ground between the conserva-
tive and tho radical Socialists, and
he was apparently trusted by neither
party. He was contemptuously called
a "catspaw 1)f tho mighty" and "the
Kalser'M messenger." It wis declared
thnt ho had no Initiative, no ability
ns a statesman, nnd no grap of the
situation that confronted Germany.
In the discussion of possible Presi-

dential candidates his name seldom
appeared; he was spoken of as n

probable Chancellor, but the highest
honor was to go to Von G wink Kit, the
hanker; Navma.nn the historian, or
Schkipkm ann or EnziiKKOEn, older
and more experienced politicians.
Rut when the vote was taken the
names of tho first two were not on
the list, and Suii:iii:mann nnd i!

received only one vote each.
This faculty for securing results Is

one of tho characteristics of Enr.iiT's
career. He wished to bo Chancellor,
and to the surprise of more experi
enced politicians he attained the ofllco.

it was prophesied that he wns un
equal tn the requirements of the Chan
cellorshlp and that tho "red horrors
of the Rolslicvil; roKlmo In Russia'
would bo rrpe.itiil In Germany. In
stead, RitKitr nenhrow romplelcly tho
power of the Spartacus group, and
Pr. bin'Aun David, Speaker of th
Assembly, said that It was mainly
duo to Kihebt that law and order were

restored to Germany and tbat tho
German revolution did not follow.tho
disastrous course of tho Russian rev-
olution and bring about similar cha-
otic conditions. It was, no doubt,

he proved himself a man of
Accomplishments, or as Dr. David de-

scribed him, "a man of skill, firmness
and activity, who would protect tho
freedom of the new state" that ho
becamo the choice of the Assembly
for tho first President.

Iierr Ernnrr as Chancellor set forth
the principles of the new German
Government as a government of tho
people that must preserve the Ger-
mans from civil war and famine, con-

solidate the liberty which they havo
won and make every effort to obtain
peace for them In the quickest possi-
ble time. It was considered then that
he spoke with sincerity, nnd his acts
seemed to confirm tilts belief. It Is
to bo hoped that ho will continue
In this course with an equal honesty
of purpose.

Congress Ilelp Needed to Sell the
Victory Bonds.

The Senate Finance Committee and
the House Ways and Means Commit-
tee do not like Secretary Glass's
Victory Loan proposal that they give
him wide discretionary powers. They
may think better of It when they
know moro about it They may be
glad to 'accept It when they under-
stand the extreme need of it

The Treasury must havo funds to
clean up the war bills. With the na
tion's military programme flattened.
out and natlonnl war enthusiasm sub-
sided, It Is going to be hard at best
for Secretary Glass to sell his Vic-
tory bonds. Furthermore, It Is going
to bo financially dangerous to the
country for the Treasury to be com-
pelled to try to market Its loan at n
high Interest rate.

A ! per cent, rate of Itself, for ex-

ample, might not dispose of all the
bonds tho Treasury need to sell. Yet
whether it did or did not tho Gov-

ernment could not go begging for
funds at 5 per cent without hurtful
confession to the world thnt the credit
of the United States was gone. The
Government could not go begging for
funds at 5 per cent without pushing
all the Liberty bonds still further
down the scale of values. Already,
with the exception of the tax exempt
3 '.is, they are sensationally below par.
An Issne of 5 per cent, bonds could
not fall to drive them further down
to a level disgracefully below par.

The heavy discount of y dam-
ages terrifically 6omc 30,000,000 of
our small bondholders. Tho still
heavier discount of might
strip millions of them of tbo actual
possession of their depreciated bonds;
for millions of our smell bondholders
have been compelled to borrow on
them. Millions more may be com-

pelled to borrow on theirs. Tho mar-

ket price cannot go below the amount
of the loans they cover without tak-

ing their bonds away from hundreds
of thousands of borrowers unable to
put up more margins. '

Again, tho United States Govern-

ment cannot go begging for funds at
5 per cent without scuttling every
other American security. When Lib-

erty bonds were driven even further
down than they are now, nil other
bonds, railway, real estate, no matter
what, would be shot down still lower.
This would shrink enormously the In-

vestments of the savings banks, of the

Insurance companies, of all manner
of trust Institutions.

Involved In the assets of tho sav-

ings bnnks nro millions and millions

of Americans who are also involved
In the depreciated Liberty bonds. In-

volved In .the assets of the Insurance
companies, are the samo Americans.

The United States Government must
protect them, not only aa to their
present Liberty bond noiamgs, dui ns

to their savings bnnks deposits nnd

their llfo Insurance policies.
Very likely Secretary Glass is try

ing to work out a solution of this vast
and complex problem tn a way wnicu
will preserve the Government's :redlt,
protect tho patriotic Investments of

30,000.000 little bondholders and eavo
money for the taxpayers. Very likely

he Is convinced that it Is possible to do

all three of these things every one of

them supremely necesnury to the wel-

fare of the country if the Govern-

ment permits refunding of some of the
existing issues, extension of tho tax
exemption privileges and other modi-

fications of present limitations which

have so debased the value of outstand.
lug Liberty bonds that aa n stablo se-

curity they have become objects of
financial derision.

And If Secretary Glass should ehow
tho Congress leaders not only the
merit but the necessity of bis proposal
they may bo glad enough to help blm,
ns they were glad enough to help Sec-

retary McAuoo when, on moro than
one occasion, he had to go to Congress
Tor special nnd unusual powers to e

him to sell bonds which otherwise
could not bo sold.

There Is no Congress leader, there
Js no Congress party, that will refuse
to give Secretary Glass what he needs
to sell tho Victory bonds, when the al-

ternative must be ti Treasury swept
In re. a national credit vanished nnd
SO.OOO.OOO little bondholders betrayed
In their faith of country.

Onre More the Democrats Justify
Their Defeat.

Congress bus been so dilatory In Its
work on the appropriation bills that
none except those providing for the
Post Office nnd ienslona has been
pnssod. Final adjournment is less
than three weeks away. Even if
every moment nvnllahle left to the
Sixty-fift- h Congress Is devoted to the
money acts they will not recelvo fho
study and consideration they should
have.

Either these measures will bo
Juinmed through without thought ex- -

ccpt to get them enacted or the Con '
gross will end without passing them, j

If tho second of theso courses Is'
adopted, thq present appropriation
laws may bo extended by resolution.
If tbo bills dlo becauso of tho expire-- 1

tlon of tho Congress, tho Sixty-sixt- h

Congress must be called In special
session, and Its meeting cannot bo
long delayed.

The fiscal year ends with Juno; new
authorizations are necessary to make
tho money In. tho Treasury available
to pay the nation's expenses beginning
on July 1. Between March 4 and
July 1 Is le than four months, nnd
tho new Congress will be Republican
In both houses. In neither chamber
will the majority meekly accept the
dictum of a department head with
regard to appropriations.

The Democrats have nnd complete
control of tbo House and the Senate,
They completely control the Executive
Department. They hnve ostentatiously
refused to sbnro the responsibility of
legislation or Administration with the
Republicans. They havo produced the
chaotic situation that exists in Wash-
ington they nlone arc respon-
sible for the crush that will make In-

telligent action on tho appropriation
bills Impossible

In a word, the Democrats In the
lost session of the Sixty-fift- h Congress
havo amply Justified tho crushing de-

feat the American people administered
to them on November 6.

Confusion About the Prohibition
Effective on July 1.

Mr. Bohu, the corresponding sec
retary of tho Central Federated Un-

ion, appears to bo n victim of tho
confusion which In the minds of many
citizens attributes to the prohibitory
nmendmcnt to the Constitution of tho
United Stntes tho condition of bone
dryness thnt Is to bo Imposed upon
us on July 1. In his circular letter
urging "afllllated unions nnd organ-
ized labor generally" to take a ref-
erendum on the proposal to call a
general strike with tho slogan "No
beer, no work" on that date, he says:

"Bone1 dry prohibition ha been en-

acted Into law without the consent of
tho governed.

"Legislatures have voted without con-
sulting their constituents ..."The proposition on which the mem-
bers of the trade unions are asked to
vote Is "If the bone dry prohibitory
law Is really enforced on July 1, 1010,
to then cease work until this law is
annulled." But no Legislature except
tho Congress of tho United States had
anything to do with the enactment
of this law, nnd references In Mr.
Boiim'b letter to the Legislatures of
California, Indiana and Massachu
setts are beside the point.

The prohibition which becomes ef-

fective on July 1, lfiin, ns Tire Sun
hns heretofore explained, will result
from the Jones rider to the bill de-
signed to stimulate ngrlculture ap-
proved by President Wilson on No-

vember 21. 10ia This is a temporary
prohibition, covering the period of the
war and of demobilization, and tho
President Is authorized to lift the In-

hibition by pioclamatlon vhcn In his
opinion the need for It has passed.
The prohibitory nmendment to tho
United Stntes Constitution does not
become effective until January 16,
1020, nnd when It does become n
part of tho fundamental written law
enforcement of Its provisions by con-

current action of tho nation nnd the
States must be effected by appropri-
ate legislation.

It Is within the authority of Con-
gress to repeal the statute under
which the nation will go dry on July
1. but Congress cannot repeal the
Eighteenth Amendment. Congress
might submit to the States an amend-
ment to remove from the Constitution
the prohibition amendment, and this
would take the course of any other
proposed amendment; that Is, It
would ho ncted on by the Stato Leg-
islature, and If It wcro approved by
three-fourth- s of them It would elimi-
nate the Eighteenth Amendment. But
tho prohibition of alcoholic beverages
beginning on July 1 Is in no way re-

lated to tho prohibition nmendment,
a fact which must bo borne in mind
whenever this Important subject Is
discussed ns seriously ns It should be
when it Is designed to make it tho
cause of a general strike.

Great Britain's (onstructlre Post'
Helium Programme.

It Is plnln from tho King's speech
opening Parliament nnd from Lloyh
Geobue'8 address In the Houso of
Commons that tho BrltlMiGovernmont
does not Intend to let the country drift
Into chaos during tho period of

and adjustment to peace
conditions. Tho disturbed condition
of labor, tho numerous social prob-
lems created by tho discharge of sol-

diers nnd sailors from their services,
nnd tho dlfllciiltles Involved In provid-
ing for war workers In various fields
are to be anticipated, and their con-

sideration Is not to lo put off until
distress or disorder compels action.

Tho form In which British efforts
for natlonnl betterment will bo cn,st
was broadly outlined In the King's
speech. Tho "better Britain" Is to bo
built on n united public spirit which
shall reform old abuse.", no matter on
whom that reform may Impose sacri-
fices. A Ministry to conservo tho pub-
lic health, u Ministry of Ways nnd
Communications to Improve tho
transportation facilities, measures to
Insure letter housing and for encour-
aging ngrlculturo, nro detulls of the
programme, and "fulfilment of the
pledges given to trndo unions for the
prevention of unfair competition by
the sale of Imported goods below the
selling price In tbo country of their
origin" would mean a change In com-

mercial prnctlcex of great Importance,
affecting not wily Great Britain, but
all traders In her markets.

Mr. Lloyd Gkocck's words were
1 timt wiaBim l. a a
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particularly Interesting becauso of his
ndherenco throughout his remarks to
sound economic doctrine, and his dec-
laration that "If anybody uses force
to drlvo an unfair bargain with tbo
community, then we are bound to
fight It with the whole weight of tbo
nation." In brief, the new Parliament
convened with the Government awako
to the necessities and possibilities of
the situation In Great Britain, pledged
to utilize all Its authority for the
correction of Improper conditions and
the stimulation of national well being,
but fully determined to have reason
guide its course, nnd to defend the
public order and peace with every
weapon It can wield.

Onr Valorous Negro Troops.
Now Tork welcomed to their homes

yesterday the negro soldiers who, re-

cruited as tho Fifteenth Regiment of
the National Guard, won fame for
themselves In the United States Army
as members of the SCOth Infantry.
Tho tato of their courage, their devo-
tion and their good humor preceded
thom. From the day of their Inndlng
In Franco reports of their soldierly
conduct were frequent, and tho testi-
mony of their officers to their good
behavior Is borno out not only by that
of newspaper correspondents, but by
the numerous decorations conferred
on them by tho foreign commanders
under whom they fought

The negro soldiers did not face the
task of making n good reputation for
fighting men of their race. That had
been written In tho history of tho
nation by their predecessors In other
wars. From the Revolution onward,
whenever and wherever the United
States has ncedod soldiers, the ne-

groes havo responded. They havo al-

ways been recognized In tho Regular
Army aa splendid material for pro-

fessional soldiers, and they have simi-
larly won honor In the ranks of tho
volunteers. In France they were
brought Into comparison with negroes
from other parts of the world, and In
that comparison they suffered In no
way whatsoever.

The nogroes of Now York who went
oversea return to their city with
the knowledge that they havo earned
tho plaudits that will bo uttered In
their honor by men of nil races. They
have upheld and raised higher than
It ever wns before the standard of
their race. They have given tho lie
to tho contentions that city life Is
peculiarly demoralizing to men whose
skins are black, and that tho city
negro has not the physical stamina
or tho moral Integrity of the field
hand. The story of their achieve-
ments In the field Is the final nnswer
to thoso who have held that only
In tho Southern cllmato nnd under
patriarchal government can the ne-

gro develop the highest qualities of

manhood and

Secretary Glass of the Treasury has

The Bureau of Internal
Revenue has about all It can do ex-
plaining and collecting the Income tax
and does not want to exchange the
task of selling stamps for the repres-
sive duties of a police force. Illicit
stills have furnished many picturesque
adventures for the record of the De-
partment, but the business of applying
a criminal statuto is something It
would like to dodge.

It Is an Interesting coincidence that
on the birthday of tho rail splitter
who became President of this country
ii harness maker becamo tho first
President of CJermany.

The reports from Portugal aro to
the effect that the Itovallst movrmpnt
has failed and that tho Portuguese
Republican forces will soon bo Incom-
plete control of nil tho disaffected re- -
Crlon. Tho tlmp w.is mrtnt Innnnnrftmn
for a Royalist uprising; that sort of
revolution Js not me style this winter.

During the war the United States
has gathered about 7,000 undesirable
aliens together, all of whom will now
bo doported to tho lands from which
they came. It is to be hoped that the
process of repatriation will not add
new burdens to the hard working
peace makers in rarls.

A Liverpool gentleman was held up
recently by four men wearing Ameri-
can army uniforms, whoso spokesman
shouted, "Hands up or we'll let day-
light through you!" This sounds too
much llko a motion plcturo "cut In"
to be convincing. Thoso hlghwnymen
were Impostors; no American robber
would use such languago off tho stage
or outsldo a novel.

Admiral Jdujoob's account of tho loss
of the Hampshire with KrrciiRNEn of
Khartoum will certainly revive Interest
in this mysterious Incident of tho war.
According to Jelucob, tho Hnmpshlro
struck n moored mlno set by n Ger-
man submarine. The opinion that
Kitchener's death was tho result of a
betrayal of confidence la widely held;
tho hopo that tho Marshal survives Is
still harbored by many persons, with
somo of whom It nmounts to a belief.
Tho full story of this tragedy may
never bo told, but it should be, for It
Is one of the most Interesting incidents
of the war.

A Musical Innovation of Importance

to American Orchestras.

years of utudy and propaganda, Eng-
land and America adopted the French
diapason normalo, or standard pitch of
A'435.45 double vibrations to the
second at 15 degrees Centigrade, about
equivalent to A' 435 vibrations nt 6S
degrees Fahrenheit. Thero had been the
philosophical pitch, ulth successive oc-

taves representing powers of two ; tho
Schelbler, Stuttgart or German pitch of
A 440 ; the French opera pitch. C-B- 40

or ovar, and the Philharmonic pitch,
nearly or qulto ns high.

War was declared by the United
States on Germany In April, 1917. On
May 14, 1317, tho American Federa-
tion of Musicians, In convention as
sombled at New Haven, Conn., adopted
tho Schelbler pitch ns tbo standard for
American ochestras.

What was the reason for the change?
Organs generally bad been tuned down
from the riillhannonlo to the French
pitch. Orchestra players bought new
Instruments at the low pitch. Tho
military bands wero tho last to succumb,
but It Is understood that our army and
navy bands aro nnw supplied with

nt the low pitch.
Our general adoption of a higher

pitch will require another retunlng of
organs nnd the replacing of thousands
of band and orchc&tra Instruments. Was
the change necessary, proper or expe-
dient?

And there are other uncomfortable
changes, chief among them being the
substitution of Inexperienced assistants
for the literate young women who knew
a book from a handsaw and who may
have hoped to grow gray and more
literate In their charming dally com-

panionship with books In aplte of war
and pestilence. It Is the former, we are
told, that has compelled the librarian to
let these women go, and do other thlngn
which have made the library quite a
different Institution from that Its found-er- a

Intended It to be, a refreshment for
mind and body.

The reading room on the third flotjr
afford no substitute for the eager man
who must read running It he read at
all. Suppose him to havestolen a half
day to drink deep of the Pierian spring;
can he afford to spend half of that
waiting for tho Bprlng to bubble that
Is, for his books to come up from the
shelves and the other half glancing
nervously at the clock to know when
the ehort reading day has run Its
course?

Not thus was hts hap when the foun-
dations were lodged separately. He re-

member lovely, solitary days at the old
Astor dear, delightful, atuffy spot I be
remembers how nobody bothered him at
the Lenox, he recalls both with regret,
and s4gtu to think modem progress has
deprived him of the advantages of either.

THE REED ACT DECISION.

Its Effect on the Power of Congress
Over tho States.

To thb Editor or The Sun Sir: It
may truly bo said that the recent Su-

premo Court decision In tho Reed bone
dry act case Is deplorable when it can
lead to such vigorous outspoken dissent
as that ot Justices McReynolds and
Clark.

That It concerns liquor la of minor
Importance ; far greater matter Is con-

cerned, and that U the right of a State
to make Its laws In the way the Con-

stitution Intended, and particularly ao
long aa an adjoining State Is left to
thst privilege. This decision establishes
a power In Congress nowhere delegated
to rt by the Constitution. That the Su-

preme Court had spoken establishes it
aa law ; but no court can make fact out
of clear fallacy.

The decision purports, first, to Interpret
the meaning of the amendment and
second, to pass upon Its constitutionality.
It plainly errs In both cases unless the
principles laid down In all previous de-

cisions are erroneous and unless the
English language has no meaning.

The Reed act Itself nowhere pro-

hibit the Importation of liquor Into any
State except In Interstate commerce, and
Just aa plainly Congress has no power
over the matter except so far as It con-
cerns Intcrstato commerce. But It has
everywhere been Interpreted that a man
may not pass tho border of a dry Stato
with It In his hand or In hla autorrw
bile, whotber the State law permits that
or not; and this Interpretation Is now
upheld although Individual action of the
cltliens of the States Is a matter for
State regulation over which no decision
or any prlnclplo of logic gives the Con-
gress any power.

Its power to regulate any matter con-
cerning Interstate commerce Is unques-
tioned, provided all States are treated
alike, and In the Webb-Kenyo- n case It
was held with gooJ common sense to
have the power to regulate It differently
for different States, according to the
law of the State Itself; that Is, if a
State hns Itself prohibited the Importa-
tion of a commodity, then the Congress
may prohibit Interstate carriers, over
which the Stato has no control, from im-

porting it Into that State, although Its
Importation Into nn adjoining Stato may
be lawful because that Suite has not
prohibited it. To this extent Congress
may treat the States differently, be-

cause they have themselves elected to
be treated differently and may help each
to have what It war.ta. But this deci-
sion now' empowers Congress to enact
different laws for different States,
whether they have eo elected or not.

For example, Maine nnd Wost Vir-
ginia havo prohibited tho manufacture
nnd sale of liquor within their borders,
but havo not prohibited Its Importation,
and so far a Malno Is concerned I can
confidently stato that not only could no
legislature be Induced to prohibit It, but
none could be elected to do sonor any
referendum to order It. In other words,
she 1ms elected to permit Its Importation
(fo long ns it Is not sold therein) as
much as Mniachuselts does. Yet tho
Supremo Court has now said that Con-gre- ra

has said nnd has tho power to say
thnt It shall not be transported Into
Maine In any manner, but may bo taken
Into Massachusetts, although ao far as
tho State laws are concerned thoy are
on tho same level.

Justice Mcllvynolds truly saya In dis-
senting:

Th Reed amendment , . . a direct
meddling with the States' Internal ulTalra.
Whether regarded aa reward or punish-
ment for wlilom or lolly In enacting lim-
ited prohibition, the amendment ao con-
strued, I think, goci beyond the rederat
power: end tn hold other If opens pns.
iMlltles for partial and sectional legislation

which may rteatroy proper control of their
own affairs by the several Btatee if Con-
gress may deny liquor to those who llv
In a Stat simply because Its manufacture
Is not permitted there, why may this not
b done for any suggested reason, namely,
because the roada ar bad or men ar
hanged for murder or coal ar dug?
Wher Is th limit T

The learned Justice might well have
added Hint undtir this decision nothing
now prevents Congress from prohibiting
t.io Importation of neb or beef Into .Mux.
saclmsetts while permitting It to go to
Maine, on th ground that It Is un-
healthy for residents of the former State
but all right for tho Malncltes.

rrivato Polls Show Only 01

Votes of 122 Necessary In

0. 0. P. Caucus.

GILLETT GAINS IN RACE

Issue-- Will Bo Fought Out at
Conference Called for

February 27.

Special Dupatch to Tn Bex.
Washwoton, Feb. 12. Tho chanoes

of Representative James R. Mann
(Illinois) becoming speaker of the Re-

publican House when the next Congress
is organized appoar to be slim on the
showing of private polls of the members
of tho new House elected last November.

Mr. Mann, tho first to announce his
candidacy, has been hard at work hlm-so- lf

and has kept his lieutenants busy
trying to pledge members to hts sup-
port In splto of weoks of effort the
most liberal estimate of the votes Mr.
Mann can count upon are now placed at
ninety-on- e. In the Republican caucus
122 votes are necessary tor a choice and
in the Houso 217 votes will elect a
candidate Speaker.

In the estimate of ninety-on- e votes
Mr. Mann, gets credit for two votes from
New England, which are practically cer-
tain to go to Representative. Glllett
(Mass.). The same Is true of five votes
among tho Michigan members of the
House. The Michigan delegation held a
meeting soon after Mr. Mann announced
his candidacy and with one exception
the Republicans declared In favor of
Mr. Mann, but did not actually pledge
themselves to vote for him.

Beefsteak Incident Rnrts,
This occurred, however, prior to the

revelation of the acceptance by Mr.
Mann of a horse and a roast of beef or
a steak from Henry Veeder, chief counsel
for Swift & Co. That Incident has
worked enormouB harm to the Mann
campaign and many sly references to
"Beefsteak Jim" end "the steakaman,
Mr. Mann," are heard about the Capitol.

On the Olllett side of the fight pros-
pects now seem brighter. Not counting
the two New England votes credited to
Mr. Mann, but almost certain to be cast
for Mr. Olllett, or the live members of
the Michigan delegation who are almost
certain to bolt the Mann machine, polls
of members place the number pledged
to Mr. Glllett or certain to support him
at 109.

The other principal contender In the
race 1 Representative Fess (Ohio).
Friends havo urgod upon Mr. Fess a
strong campaign, but this method has
not been followed, and It Is believed now
that Mr. Fess entered the race too late
to make up the ground gained by Mr.
Olllett The members certain to support
Mr. Fess at this time aro placed at forty.
Theso polls leavo only three Republicans
of the next Houso unaccounted for.

Conference' Called February --V.

The Speakership will be fought out at
the Republican conference scheduled for
February 27. The plan to decide upon
committee chairmen at that meeting
probably will be abandoned. It U being
urged now that disposing of tho Speak-
ership and the floor leadership at that
meeting will be enough to do and that
tho chairmanships can wait.

Concerning the floor laadershlp an
even sharper flght than for the Speaker-
ship la brewing, and a plan to prevent
too much bitterness Is being advanced
now and meeting with a good deal of
favor. This plan contemplates a com-mltt-

of five members to take the place
of a floor leader. This committee would
be kiown as the administrative committ-
or- and would meet every day, keep !n
close touch with the chairmen of all
committees nnd thus In close touch with
all legislation coming before tho House.

The adoption of this plan or sticking
to a single floor leader, as nt present,
have equal chances.
